The bond commission decided yester- | 


day afternoon to make the issue of 
bonds, to be voted for on March 29, a 
,MAllion and a hatf instead of two mil- 
lion dofmars. 

This change was the result of two 
resolutions by Chairman Quillian, ae 
follows: 

First: To make the issue for sewers 
$700,000, instead of $1,000,000. 

Second: To make the issue 
schools $300,000, instead of $500,000. 

This leaves the proposed itesue 
bonds as follows: 

For waterworks! $500,000; for sewers, 
$700,000; for schools, $300,000. Total, 
€! 600,000. 

Jadge Candler was in the chair when 
the vote was taken, and there was a 
tie. He voted for the proposed changes. 

After hearing from a committee of 
three, from the second end third wards; 
after deckiing to take up the question 
of a serial issue of bondg, instead of 
a thirty-year issue; after adopting the 
resolutions mentioned above, a motfon 
was made by Mr. Huddeston,.in which 
he said: 

“Gentlemen, we have got to do one 
of two things: We have got to start 
aM over again and go into all sorts of 
details, and postpone the whole mat- 
ter for many months, or we have got to 
take the bull by the horme and put 
this question up to the people.”’

New York, January 28.--“As good men 


have been in jafl as any of the three. 


of us. If they want their pound of 
flesh, they may have it, but they’! find 
no yellow streaks in it.’’ 

President Sarnuel Gompers, of the 
American Federation of Labor, told the 
Ethical Society League this at a meet- 
ing tonight, and the audience cheered. 
Mr. Gompers’ subject was ‘Trade 
Unions and Gocial Progress,’ but the 
greater part of his speech was defense 
of the boycott and a guarded arraign- 
ment of the court that recently sen- 
tenced him to a year in jall. 

The Sherman law, Mr. Gompers said, 
enacted to protect the peaple from the 
machinations of contoinations of wealth, 
has within nine months been decided by 
the supreme court to apply to organiza- 
tions of men and women. Any member 
of a labor organization may now be 
mulcted in heavy damages, or sentenced 
by a federal court to a year’s imprison- 
ment and a fine of 86,000. 

‘Ls jt not absurd to say that there is 
no difference between combinations of 
capital and comibinations of men an 
women?’ Mr. Gompers asked, and then 
he added: 

‘‘The trust deals in dead, inanimate 
things; does it not differ from a body 
of men who cannot separaie their labor 
from their very flesh and blood?’ 


Labor Not Maa With Hee. 


“If there is to come a better day, is 
to come by a cataclysm, a revolutton, 
or by a quiet, orderly tradesunion move- 
ment? If. by legislation or by judicial 
interpretation of laws, tradesunions are 
to be outiawed, if we are not to be per- 
mitted to carry on our work for special 
uplift, then what? Labor is not typified 
by the man with tbe hoe—tt stands erect 
and demands nothihg but justice and 
equality. , 

“We have been trying to get legiela- 
tion that whll treat men and women 
differently from coal and pork, and 
they accuse us of wanting clase and 
special legislation. The words come 
with poor grace, considering the class 
and special legislation of the last half- 
century. See how easily a great cor 
poration gets rid of a $29,000,000 fine. 


Biting Deg Escapes Kick. 


“In regard to the strikes and the 
boycott, I.don’t like strikes, but a dog 
that can bite ie safe from many a4 
kick. There is no power: léke a well- 
organized union to prevent strikes. 

“I don’t like to boycott. There ia 
not a man, women or chit’ toward 
whom 1 have iii-will; but there are 
g2ome I won't deal with, some to 
whom i prefer to givé my trade rath- 
er than to others. When two people 
agree to do this, it ie a boycott. 
forefathers wouldn't buy English tea, 
or buy from those who bought it—talk 
ahout secondary boycotts! They tell us 
the boycott i» a foreign invention.

401,266 MARRIAGES 
IN Wen YEARS! 


formation Contained in Gov-. 
ernment Report Regarding 
Marriage and Divorce in the 
United States. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 28.—(Special.)— 
The bulletin on marriage and divorce, 
just compiled by the bureau of the cen- 
sus, which received very general atten- 
tion at the hands of the press several 
weeks ago, containg some astounding de- 
tailed information with regard to di- 
vorces, tabulated by states, 
the 


causes of 


divorce and parties to which 


granted. 

The investigation covers a period of 
twenty years—from i887 to i906, inclu- 
sive. The divorce statistics were com- 
piled from the records of the courts 
granting divorces. During the twenty- 
year period a total number of marriages 
recorded was !2,832,044. In the same 
period the number of divorces was 945.,- 
625. In other words, one marriage out 
of every thirteen contracted during this 
period terminated in the divorce court. 

In the state of Georgia, during the 
twenty-year period covered by the in- 
vestigation, there were recorded 401,286 
marriages. The total number of di- 
vorces was 10,40]. The rate in Georgia, 
therefore, was only one-third of that for 
the country-at-large. 

Effect of Economic Condttions. 

A most significant fam brought out by 
this report is the effect wpon the mar- 
riage rate of changes in economic con- 
ditions, the rate fncreasing in period of

trial decline and in a brief period fol- 
lowing a panic. Thus, after the panic 
of 1893, the normal increase in the num- 
ber of marriages was halted and for 
the following year an actua) decrease 
was recorded. But in i805, there was 
an exceptionally large increase. 

A notewarthy fact is that marriage 
rates are higher in the south than in the 
north. Next to the eouth, the west shows 
the highest marriage rate. Ten states 
and territories had a marriege rate in 
excess of 40 per |,000 adult unmarried 
population, ag foliows: 

Tennessee, 40.4; Georgia, 42.2; Utah, 43; 
Alabama, 43.7; Mississippi, 46.9; Okla- 
homa, 46; Fiorida, 46.8; Texas, 47.5; 
Aransas, 54.4, and Indian Territory, 
65.6. 

The marriage rate in the United States 
for the twenty yearg from (686 to 1896, 
was higher than in any other civilized 
country on the globe, but gratification 
over this showing is lessened by the 
knowledge that we also led the world in 
the matter of divorce. 

It was stated above that the number 
of marriages decreased following a pe- 
riod of industrial depression. The same 
thing is true of the record for divorces. 
During hard times, it would seem that 
married people, instead of fiying to the 
divorce court, decide to bear their ilis, 
rea or imaginary, and refuse to resort 
to the expediert of divorce. For in- 
stance, in 1894 the number of divorces, 
as compered with the previous year, 
showed ap tncrease of only one hun- 
dred ;with a return of prosperity, how- 
ever, divorces become much more fre- 
quent. 

Common Grounds bie Divorce 


The most common ground for divorce 
ig desertion. This one cause is given 
for 38.9 of all divorces granted in the 
twenty-year period under @iscussion. It 
accounted for nearly one-half of those 
granted the husband and one-third of 
those granted to the wife. Drunkenness 
was the alleged sdle ground for divorce 
in only ome case ont of twenty, tn which 
the wife brought suft, and in one case 
out of a hundred in which suit was 
brought by the husband. It was the 
direct or #ndirect cause of more than 
one-fourth of the divorces granted to 
wives, and of one-sixteenth of the di- 
vorces granted to husbands. — 

Of the common grounds of divorce 
adultery is the only one for which the 
number of divorces granted ¢o the hus- 
band exceeds the number graiited to the 
wife. 

Following desertion, the next most 
common ground. for divorce ts for hus- 
bands, adultery on part of the wife, and 
for wives, cruelty on part of the hus- 
band. Of the divorces granted to hus- 


bands in the twenty-year periad under 
discussion 28.7 per cent were for adu!- 
tery of the ‘wife, and of those grantéd 
to wives 27.6 per cent were for cruelty ‘ 
on the part of the husband. Only !0 
per cent of the divorces granted to 
wives were for adultery of the hus- 
band, and 10.6 per cent of Afvorces 
granted to husbands were for crueity 
On part of the wife.

Must Use Their Powers if 


They Would Keep Them. 


Senator-Elect Says if Statés Al-' 


low Their Powers to Fall: 
Into Decadence, National 
Power Will Be Set Up to the | 


Exclusion of State Power.

Albany, N. Y., January 286.—United 
States Senator-eiect Elihu Root today | 
addressed the senate and assembly. Mr. 
Root, who was greeted with rounds 


of applause, said, in part: 

“T shall do my best to justify your 
selection, with not too much confidence 
in the result, because [| do not think, 
as a rule, lawyers who have been 
many years at the bar, and whose 
habifS have become (fixed, ordinarily 
make very good legislators when they 
ane not caught young, and I have a 
rather uncorfortable sense that it will 
be quite impossible for me to live up 
to the many Kindly and delightful 
things that have been said about me by 
my friends in the state of New York 
during the past few months.” 


Ae to State’s Rights. 


Discussing the state's rights, Mr. 
sald: 

“Pvadently, if the powers of the states 
are to be preserved and their authority 
is to be continued, the states must ¢x-: 
ercise their powers. The invitation to 
the national government to assume this 
and that duty within the limite of a 
state is an invitation to set up a na- 
tional power to the exclusion— igre ulti- 
mate exclusion—of state power. 

Prefacing his statement that he was 
opposed to the direct election of United 
States senators and the Initiative and 
referendum, Mr. Root sald: 

“Because I believe in maintaining the 
two ts of power of the constitution 
maintaining the natione! wer to its 
full imTt, and still preservimg the state 
power, I am opposed to ivectiniog that 
tends to belfttie, to discredit, or to weak- 
en the authority of the legislatures of 
the states. You cannot take power 
awey from public bodies without hav- 
ing the character of these bodies de- 
teriorate."’ 


Two Dangers Pointed Out. 


Mr. Root pointed ont what he believed 
were two d@angers, due to the develop- 
ment of this couptry. One he said, was 
the danger of the national) government 
Dreaking down, in its effective ma- 
chinery, through the burdens that 
threaten to be cast upon it. 

“On the other,’ he continued, ‘‘is the 
danger of breaking down the loca) self- 
government of the states. The tendency 
6f vesting ali powers in the central gov- 
ernment at Washington is to produce the 
decadence of the powers of the states. 
Now, do not misunderstand me I am 
@ convinced and wncompromising 07na- 
tlonalist of the school of Alexander 
Hamilton. I believe fn the exere of 
the executive, the legislative and the 
judicial powers of the national govern- 
ment td the full limit of the constitu- 
tional grants, as those granis were 
construed by John Marshall, and would 
be construed by him today. 


lAmite Were Set. 


“But J believe that the founders of 
the republic builded more wisely than 
they knew, when fhey set the limite be- 
tween the exercise of that nationa! 
power and the exercise of the locat pow- 
ers hy the states. And while I believe 
in the exercise of the national power 
throughout the province of the consti!- 
tutional granis of national power, I be- 
lieve also in the preservation of state 
power, within the limite of fs consti- 
tutional atflnority. 

‘Further than that, I believe that the 
essential quality of free goverrament is 
to be found in the observation, by all 
public officers, of the limits set by law 
upon their powers.’

Immense Crowd Saw Gomez 
Sworn in as First President 
of the Reestablished Cuban 
Republic — Gomez _  Repre- 
sents the Cuban Liberals. 


Havana, January 28.—-Major General 
Jose Mighell Gomez was inaugurated 
president of the ‘restored Cuban répubi': 
today at noon, and within an hour after 
he had taken the solemn oath of office, 
administered by the chief justice of the 
supreme court, the American Officlals, 
who had been in control of affairs since 
the autumn of 1906, had departed from 
the island. 

The American provisional governoDr, 
Charies, BE. Magoon, who escorted Uen- 
eral Gomez to the palace and there turned 
over to him the reins of government, 
sailed on the new Maine. The Matte 
was followed bv the abttleship Mississip- 
pi and the army transport McClellan, 
Great Crowd ou Séa Wallis. 


An immense crowd gathered along’ the 
sea walis to witness the spectacle, an: 
a perfect swarm of yachts, tugs anit 
small boats accompanied the ships to 
the open sea, where full speed ahead was 
signalled, and the gray fighting vessels 
and white transport,.so0n left the littie 
flotilla behind, with a chorus of whis- 
tles screeching farewell salutes. 

A Cuban gunboat also accompanteid 
the ships some little aistance to sé3, 
with a band on board, playing from 
time to time the Cuban national anthem. 
The scene, so filled with significance, 
was a most impressive one, but the 
crowds ashore looked on in silence.

Washington, January 28.—The navy dé- 
partment today opened bide for locating 
a wireless tower at Washington for com- 
municating with ships at sea. 

The specificationa require that the 
tower, or station, shall be capaiole Of 
transmitting messages at all times, and 
at all’seasons, to a radius of 3,000 miles, 
in any navigable direction from Wash- 
ington.

New York, January 26.—Abraham Lon- 
don, who was a philosopher when he 
was nothing else in this life, left the 
following bits and musings in writing 
before ending his Mfe by inhaling gas.

Special Message Is Sent to the 
Senate by President 
Roosevelt. 


Washington, January 28.—Responding 
t@ Senator Culberson’s resolution, cali- 
ing upon the attorney general for corre- 
spondence relating to the alleged viola- 
tion of the Sherman law (by the se- 
called “sugar trust,’’ in. connection with 
the failure of the Real Estate Trust 
Company, .of Philadelphia, President 
Roosevelt today sent to the senate a 
special message and dal] correspondence 
relating to the case.: 

‘Mr. Earle first wrote President Roose- 
velt, September 2!, 1906, calling atten- 
tion to the failure of the Real Bstate 
Trust Company, and suggesting that he 
may have been misled as to the most 
potent cause of that calamity by the 
published explanation, that loans to 
Adolph Segal, a promoter, by President 
Hipple, of the institution, were responsi- 
‘ble. Mr. Barle told the president that 
this explanation was the truth, but not 
the whole truth. 

In asking executive ‘cooperation, Mr. 
Karle suggested that the president had 
“a plain duty,’’ and then said: 

“I write you because the information 
before me satisfied me foeyond a doubt 
that these loans would have been large. 
ly. if not entirely, liquidated but for the 
criminal conduct of, the so-called ‘sugar 
trust.’ It is my deliberate conclusion, 
after weighing the evidence that I have 
collected with the greatest care, that 
had it not been for a criminal conspiracy 
of the most odious character, not of Se- 
gal’s or Hipple'’s, but of the ‘sugar trust,’ 
this institution and Segal himself would 
have been perfectly solvent today.”’ 

The letter was a sweeping indictment 
of the ‘sugar trust,’’ which Barle de- 
clared permeates the financial life of the 
country. 

President Roosevelt referred the whole 
subject to Former Attorney General! 
Moody, and later it was surrendered to 
Attorney General Bonaparte, and botn 
of these officers corresponded with Mr. 
Karle, looking to a prosecution of the 
so-called “sugar trust.”’ 

The attorney general quoted the de- 
cision in the case of the United States 
against E. C. Knight & Co. ag his rea- 
son for not proceeding against the ‘‘sug- 
ar trust’’ on the facts sulomitted by Mr.

‘ THE PUBLIC AND THE MAIL SERVICE. 

With the postoffice bill now under consideration and with insufficient 
and inadequate mail service, particularly in the south, a matter of common 
knowledge, it is a surprise of no small unwelcome proportions that congress 
has made no effort in this measure to hold the railroads to their contracts 
in the matter of ordinarily prompt mail deliveries. 


efficient mail service, no mention of it has been made in the press dispatches. 

Indications are, therefore, that congress again proposes to ignore the 
public interest in this respect. 

There is yet time, if the legislative body will, to remedy this defect and 
Telieve conditions that are now often intolerable, even though. the evil may 
not be. permanently cured. 

But in the face of its action of a year ago in removing from this meas- 
ure what little legal incentive already existed for compliance with contracts 
for the prompt delivery of mail, it is almost too much to hope for. 

It now appears that right in the midst of the agitation for better mail 
service, particularly in the south, where conditions were most flagrant, there 
was mysteriously omitted from the postoffice appropriation bill this more 
than lenient provision, which had appeared in former measures pertaining to 
this department: 

The astef general shall require al) railroads carrying the mails to 
maintain their regular train schedules as to time of arrival and departure of 


said trains, and it shall be his duty to impose and collect reasonable fines far 
Aelay, when such delay is not c@used by unavoidable accidents or conditions. 


Instead of omitting this more than reasonable regulation, from the rail- 
road standpoint, it was the duty of congress to have so strengthened it that 
}the railroads would have been more diligent and energetic in the perform- 
ance of their mail-carrying contracts. 

Congress seems to have proceeded on the absurd and Setadeliic idea that 
since the provision in qyestion did not wholly compel performance of contract 
obligation in the matter of schedules, there might just as well be no penalty 
at all, so the whole thing was eliminated. 3 

Suppose a court of law found that the mere imposition of ordinary fines 
did not suppress gambling; according to this policy, the court should cease 
to fine the offenders and set them at liberty, instead of testing more strin- 
gent measures. 

No one has ever contended that where delays are due to accidents or 
providential causes, the railroad company should be fined for failure prompt- 
ly to deliver the mail. 

But in, by far, the greatest number of cases these delays are avoiddble: 
they are the result often of carelessness and neglect or of other entirely .con- 
trollable causes. 

One of the reasons: why the railroads have not attained better results in 
the prompt delivery of mail is that they have not been sufficiently spurred 
to it by the prospect of penalty adequate to the offense. Yet, instead of 
making the incentive such as wouid produce satisfactory results, congress 
removes it altogether, even to the requirement that the railroads shall make 
reports of schedule delays. 

It is no wonder that the mail service, 
proving, has gotten worse., 

It is impossible to understand upon what theory congress was proceeding 
when it still further let down the bars to contract violation. 

It can be explained upon no other hypothesis than utter, if not wanton, 
disregard of the public rights to the best possible mail service which, by 
appropriate leghl safeguards, congress might easily give to the entire 
country. 

Congress cannot too speedily set to rights so apparent and so flagrant a 
public wrong.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 


Postmaster General Meyer has presented strikingly in a recent interview 
some of the afguments in favor of the establaahment by the government of a 
postal savings bank system. 

The principal objections to the plan he answers by showing that, 
ried out as contempiated, they could not well exist. 

‘The general objection of socialism or paternalism is met by the statement 
tbat far from including any design upon the part of the government to enter 
into the banking business, the details of the proposed plan would simply pro- 
vide a means of encouraging thrift, particularly in those communities which 
are now without the facilities for saving. In other words, the primary effect 
of the plan would de to afford an opportunity Sr saving to the many who do 
not now have it. 

Since the postal savings plan contemplates no accomodatians in the way 
of discount or payment by check, there would be no competition with the 
regular banking business; nor with the rate of interest at 2 per cent, just 
half that of the average savings bank, need the latter institution have any- 
thing to fear. Further proposed limitations in this respect are a maximum 
of $500 upon the interest-bearing deposit by any individual and a Hmit of 
$100 upon the amount which a person may deposit in a single month. 
Another interesting feature of the proposed plan to which Mr. Meyer calls 
attention is the loaning of funds so deposited directly to the national banks 
located in the district where the deposjt is made at the rate of 21-4 per cent, 
it being calculated that the 1-4 of 1 per cent will pay the expenses of the 
system. :

FOR CARRYING THE MAILS 


Washington, January 27.—<Bpecial.)— 
In connection with the announcement of 
the 61,000,000 gift which the govern- 
mem presente to the reilroade of the 
‘country thie year in the shape of_re- 
lief from fines formerly assessed for 
Gelays, ft may be of interest to know 
how much each railsoad in Georgia is 
receiving annually for carrying the 
mails.

erally donceded he will, Secretary James Wilson, of the department of agri- 
culture, will, before the close of the present year, establish a new record 
for continuous service in the official famity of the president. 
Secretary Wilson was appointed by President McKinley upon his first in- 
auguration in 1897, and on March 4 next will have seen continuous cabinet 
service of twelve years. This record is second only to that of Gideon 
Granger, who was postmaster genera] under Presidents Jefferson and Madison 
from 1801 to 1814, his period of service comprising twelve years and eight 
months. Secretary Wilson hag but to continue his service until next Novem- 
ber, when he will have made a new record. 

This is a case in which long service means preeminently capable service, 
and that is the kind Secretary Wilson has given the'country.

Another road which 
i'receives a large-sized remittance from 
the government is the Georgia Southern 
(and Florida. Its Macon to Palatka line 
'earns $60,000 a year in mail pay. 
The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis ratlroad, on its Atlanta to Chat- 
tanooga line, receives $61,614 annually.

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GOSSIP AT THE CAPITOL 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
has received numerous letters from tax 
collectors and others making inquiry 
with reference to the new registration 
law.

‘PARK COMMISSION MEETS 


ON TUESDAY AFTERNOON 


Some Important Matters Will 
Be Disposed Of at First Ses- 
sion in New Offices. 


On next Tuesday afternoon the park 
commission will meet for the first time 
in the new officeg of the general mana- 
ger, Dan Carey, at Grant park. 

One of the important matters to be 
acted upon will be a set of by-laws for 
the government of the board and a set 
of rules for the regulation of parks. 

One by-law is to elect the genera! 
manager for an indefinite term of of- 
fice, with the provision that he can be 
removed at any time by the commission 
upon giving him thirty days’ notice oc 
dismissal. There may be some discus- 
sion over thig proposed %y-law before 
it is adopted. 

The rules for the regulation for the 
parks are such as pertain to any park, 
such as to prohibit the cutting of 
flowers, the taking of 
park and other rules that tend to ¢ 
keeping of good order. 

@tepe will be taken by the commiseion 
to begin at once the permanent improve- 
ment of Piedmont park. 

Genera] Manager Carey will make his 
Arst monthly report and in it he will 
state how park matters stand and what, 
in his judgment, ought to be first done 
this year. 

The general manager has taken hold 
of his duties with a vim and push, and 
it is already apparent that his election 
will mean much toward the itmprove- 
ment of all the city parks and towards 
the saving of the city’s money by judi- 
cious expenditures. 


For the Thirteenth Census. 

Washington, January 28.—The house 
of representatives today adopted the 
conference report on the bill providing 
for the taking of the thirteenth census. 
The most important action In connec- 
tion with the measure was the accept- 
ance of the senate provision, author- 
izing the printing of the census reports 
by private concerns, should such a 
course be deemed advisable, on the 
score of cost, better work and expedi- 
tion.

$165,000 COMPROMISE 
IS GIVEN APPROVAL 


The Commerce Commission In- 
dorses Agreement in Tift 
Lumber Case. 


Washington, January 28.—By far the 
largest specific allowance of repara- 
tion ever ordered by. the interstate com- 

merce commission was made today, 
when that body approved a settlement 
agreement of $165,000 in satisfaction 
of the claims on @ccount of unreasona- 
bie ratés on lumber shipped from sauth- 
ern millis, dnvolving about 126 cases, 
and eleven defendant rallroads of the 
south. 

These are said to be about one-thira 
of the claims of the same kind pending 
before the commission. They involve 
the 2-cent difference per hundred pounds 
hetween the advanced rates, made ef. 
fective in the summer of 1903, and those 
in effect for a number of years prior 
thereto, in shipments that moved  be- 
tween the time of the advance and the 
summer of 1907, when, after the final 
decision of the United §tates supreme 
court, sustaining the decisions of the 
commission after a course of appeals, 
the lower rates were restored. 

The defendant roads are: Southern 
railway, Atlantic Coast Line, Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, Seaocard 
Air Line, Central of Georgia, Georgia 
Southern and Florida, Macon and Bir- 
mingham, New Orleans and Texas Pa- 
cific, Mobile and Ohio, J!iMnois Central, 
_and Louisville and Naebhville. 

The settiement*agreement was reach- 
ed between the petitioners and the car- 
riers on January !2, last, and the com- 
mission's approval is with the proviso 
that the commission reserves the right 
to rpquire, if necessary, a statement 
showing in detail the distribution of this 
fund @inong tne several claimants. 

The claims were decided, heretofore, 
by the commission in tits reports by 
Commissioner Clements in what are 
known as the Yellow Pine Association 
and Tift cases.

Myrtie F. Dame, in 
charge of the seventh grade of the 
Edgewood school. Misses Patti Har- 
rison and Alma Curtis were elected 
supernumeraries.

clination to seek divorce, it might seem 
that it would have mofe influence upon 
the mother than upon the father. There 
fa, however, this important difference 


that of the mother when it comes to 
the question of getting a divorce. The 
court usually assigns the children to 
the care of the mother. To her, there- 
fore, divorce does not ordinarily in- 
volve a separation from her chijdren. 
It in a severance of the marital rela- 
tionship only. But to the father it 
signifies a severance of the parental re- 
lationship as well. Both parties may 
be equally averse to a continuation of 
the marital relationship, but the father 
may, for the reason suggested, be mora 
reluctant than the mother to take the 
initiative in securing divorce. 

“It appears that .9 per cent of the 
divorce cases in which there were 
children were granted to the wife, com- 
pared with 61 per cent of those in 
which there were no children. 

“Without any reference to the ques- 
tion of which ed is the more fre- 
quently responsible for the marital un- 
happiness that leads to divorce, it may 
be sai@d that the wife has a legal 
ground for divorce more frequently 
than the husband; that is to say. al- 
though the law may make no distinc- 
tion between the parties to a marriage 
ag regards the grounds on which a di- 
vorce may be granted, there are cer- 
tain well-known and comparatively 
common grounds that are more readily 
applicable as against the husband than 
@s against the wife. Notably there is 
nonsupport or neglect to  previde, 
which, for the husband seeking di- 
vorce, is not ordinarliy an available 
ground, although the present investi- 
gation found six cases in the state of 
Utah in which the husband obtained & 
divorce for neglect to provide. Again, 
cruelty, although not infrequently the 
ground for divorcees granted to hus- 
bands, is, at least so far as it is phys- 
ical cruelty, more often existent as a 
cause for the wife’s seeking. a divorce. 
Five divorces for cruelty are granted 
to the wife for every one granted to 
the husband. 


Other Factors Affecting Divorce. 


“It is not easy to account for the 
wide variations in the divorre rates ia 
different states and territories. The re- 
sults are affected by a great variety 
of influences. The composition of popu.-, 
lation as vegards race or nationality; 
the proportion of immigrants in the 
toial population, and the countries from 
which they came; the relative strength 
of the prevailing religions, and particu- 
larly that of the Catholic faith; the va- 
riations in divorce laws and in the pro- 
ceuure and practice of the courts grant- 
ing divorce; the interstate migration of 
population, either for the purpose of 
Obtaining a divorce or for economic or 
cther reasons not connected wiih di- 
vorce—all these are factors which ies 
ably affect the divorce rate.

Duration of Marriages. 


“The average duration of marriages 
terminated by divorce is about 10 years. 
“It may be noted that of the divorces 
granted in the first two years of mar- 
ried life, the proportion for adultery 
and cruelty is exceptionally large, and 
age aes ale for desertion exceptional- 
small. But this does not neces- 
re mean that in the first year or) 
of married lfé there is a greater 
sediieney towerds infidelity and cruelty 
‘and a smaller inclination towards de- 
sertion, than there is later. 
“An obvious reason for the peculiarity 
exhibted by the above percentages is 
found in the fact that desertion is not 
ordinarily recognized by the courts &As a 
valid ound for divorce until it has 
existed for a considerable length of 
time. In some states it must have last- 
ed three years before it becomes a legal 
ground. Naturally then, in the first 
year or two of married life, the pro- 
portion of divorces granted for desertion 
is smal), and that fact increases the 
relative importance of the other grounds 
for a@tvorce, whith are more immediate- 
ly applicable. 


When Desertion Is 


“Apparently a normal relationship be- 
twéen the causes of divorce is estab- 
lNshed In about the fifth year of mar- 
ried life (‘married 4 years’). By that 
time desertion, ag a cause of dévorce, 
has attained its full effect. For a pe- 
riod of about !6 years thereafter, or 
until the twentieth year of married life 
is reached, the relative importance of 
the several mein causes of divorce 
shows vejy little change, the percen- 
tages remaining fairly constant. After 
the twentieth year there is a decline 
in the relatwe importance of adultery 
as a ground of divorce, and an increase 
in that of desertion. -Drunkenness, as 
a cause of divorce, attains its greatest 
relative importance between ihe twen- 
—_ and twenty-fifth year of married 
life. 

“It is evident that the increase, pre- 
viously noted in the total number of 
divorces up to the fifth vear of married 
life, is largeiy accounted for by the’in- 
terval of time that mitst elapse  be- 
tween the commission of the fault er of- 
fense which constitutes the ground for 
divorcee, and the granting of the divorce 
by the courts. Even when suit is 
promptly instituted the law's delays may 
carry the décision over into a later year 
of married itfe.’”’

have tried cases before him during the 
last 20 months, told the subcommittee 
of the senate judiciary comnnttee today 
that Judge Hundley was an unfit per- 
son to be confirmed as United States 
judge of the northern district. 

The committee room where the near- 
ing was conducted was crowded 
throughout the day, fifty or sixty law- 
yersg from Alabama, inchidimng those 
who are supporting, as well as those 
who Gppose, Hundley's confirmation, be- 
ing in Washington to tell their views. 

Walker Percy, one of the leading law- 
vers of Birmingham, and counsel for 
the Southern Steel Company, conduct- 
ed the case in opposition to Hundley. 
John B. «nox, of Anniston, a leading 
lawyer of the state and formerly a 
candidate for the United States senate, 
represented Judge Hundley. E. B. Al- 
mon, of Tuscumbia, was assistant coun- 
sel for Hundley. Those who testified 
against Hun®@ley and who stated he 
was not fitted “by character, intellect 
or learning for the important position 
to which he has been appointed, and 
his confirmation would be detri- 
mental to the public welfare’’ were 
Dupont Thompson, Judge Joseph Na- 
than Sheffield, Joseph J. Willett, Annis- 
O. R. Heard, Gadsden; G. W. 
Almon, James Weather- 
Timmen,. Captain Frank §&. 
White, of Birmingham, will testify to- 
morrow against Hundley, as will Jerry 
King, irmingham; Alto V. Lee and 
James Foreman, Gadsden. 

It was 6 o'clock this afternoon when 
the hearing adjourned until tomorrow 
morning. Before adjournment John B. 
Knox and T. «&. Bush, appeared for 
Hundley. Colonel Bush is a leading 
business man of Birmingham, who tes- 
tified that he had been named as re- 
ceiver py Judge Hundley in a certain 
case. and had received $8,000 tn fees. 
He said they had been friends for 20 
years,

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Signature of 
JUST A WAR MEASURE. 


So Professor Starr Terms the 
Panama Canal. 


Chicago, January 26.—‘‘If the United 
States wants to build the Panama cana! 
it should present to the people the only 
legitimate reason for the work, and 
that reason is, ‘It is undertaken sim- 
ply as a war measure. 

So said Professor Frederick Starr, in 
an address last night attacking the 
government’s methods of carrying out 
iis Panama policy. He declared that 
the canal would never better the com- 
mercial interests of the country, and 
would always be a burden. 

“The canal will not be able to com- 
pete with the Tehuantepec raiiroad,”’ he 
said. ‘“‘This railroad is in the center of 
Mexico, and connects the Atlantic with 
the Paolfic. it ean transfer merchan- 
dise cheaper than the canal will.”’ 

Professor Starr called the proposed 
pan-American railroad a *“Uropian 
dream which never conid be realized.”’ 
He asserted that ae railroad: from 
Alasien. to Cape Horn was simply an 
air-castle.
